Friday in an important decision in- 
volving a state industrial commission. 


The decision 
involves 
indirectly 


constitutionality of the entire nation- 
al defense act, it is stated. The fed- 
eral act probably will be held to be 
unconstitutional if the ruling of Judge 
Stevens is sustained by higher courts, 
state legal authorities declare. 


The decision was rendered in the 


case of Clifford Johnson. Beloit na 
tional guardsman, who was injured 
during the 1923 national guard en- 
campment at Camp Douglas. Xumer- 
ous other cases also will be governed 
by the decision. 
The chief contention of the state 


In the case was that the Wisconsin 
National Guard is a part of the fed- 
eral army and not a part of the .=tate 
ihllit'Ia; , This contention -is overruled 
by Judge Stevens. 
IN STATE SERVICE 


"The single question presented is 


•whether the app'.cant 
was in the 


service of the state or of the United 
States at the time he was injured," 
Judge Stevens declared. "He was in 
the state militia training camp and 
orders of tho governor of Wisconsin 
In charge of officers appointed by the 
state. In tho absence of other con- 
trolling facts, It follows that he was 
an employee of the state during the 
period of his 
training 
at 
Camp 


Douglas." 
Judge Stevens 
further 
declared 


that provisions of the national 
de- 


fense act are not compulsory, but 
elective upon states regarding main- 
taining guard forces. 
He said that 


If the contention ot the state tha* 
guardsmen 
are 
federal 
employes 


were sustained, th<j national act must 
be compulsory and not elective. 


Conducing, the opinion states: 
"When the national defense act is 


considered as a whole 
It appears 


that the national 
guard is only a 


potential part of the United States 
Army and does not in fact become a 
part thereof until congress has made 
the reauibite declaration of the exis- 
tence of an emergency. The oath of 
allegiance on cnli?tm>nt is both to 
the United Staffs and the state." 


The sfate will appeal the decision 


to the state supreme court, it was 
stated by attorneys:.

of the question.

will cost something like $15.000.000 to 
conduct the presidential campaign. This 
•will be the expense to the three organiza- 
tions in running the campaign and bring- 
ing out the vote; it will be additional to 
the regular election expenses. If no more 
ballots are cast than in 1920 each -will 
cost approximately 
fifty-seven 
cents, 


-without taking into a-ceount the outlay 
for polling places, judges and clerks, 
printing, and so on. 


In 1920 the total number of votes cast 


was 26.713.832. Citizens who did not 
vote numbered 25.705.063. 
Only fifty 


per cent of these eligible to vote took 
the trouble to go to the polls. 
If the 


whole vote is brought out in this election, 
then the cost per vote for strictly party 
work will average about twenty-eight 
cents. 


This is a large country, and the presi- 


dential campaign must be waged in every 
state. 
AVhile some or the speakers and 


workers will be volunteers, many will be 
paid. Headquarters will be rented: print- 
ing, advertising, postage, clerical hire, 
traveling, broadcasting, hall rent, organi- 
zation, and a score of items make cam- 
paigning very expensive. 


Fifteen million dollars is a vast sum 


of money. It probably is not much, how- 
ever, for conducting a national political 
campaign. TVere the cost twice this much 
voters could not object, provided the 
money were not spent for corrupt purpos- 
es, and provided contributions were not 
conditional on special favors or priv- 
ileges. 


Voters themselves are to blame as much 


as the politicians for the seemingly high 
cost of campaigns. The lethargy of the 
citizens is amazing. 
Between elections 


citizens complain of misrule and graft, 
and decry inefficiency and extravagance. 
Yet only half of them vote at the most 
important election. 


Much of the cost of the campaign is due 


to the indifference of voters. The party 
managers see the necessity of spending a 
large amount of money not only to in- 
form the voters on campaign issu&s. but 
to induce them to exercise their most im- 
portant right and privilege. 


Many non-partisan civic organizations 


will spend a vast aggregate of money this 
year in an attempt to get out the vote. 
Their «im is to convince the individual 
that it is a duty to vote. The party or- 
ganizations will try to get out votes they 
believe will be friendly. 
If the half of 


the number of voters who do not vote is 
led to the polls, there will be an accurate 
expression of public opinion. It would be

In her annual re- 
port, just out, she stresses the Im- 
portance of decent clothes for the 
woman coming out of prison. 
-, "No woman in a shabby dress and 
out of date hat can step into a man's 
office and get a Job." explained Maj. 
Duffy. 
"I mean, no woman who has lived 


an ordinarily sane life. 
This is of 


course many times more true con- 
cerning the woman who has to start 
life all over again, who hag a prison 
record to live down. 


POWDERED NOSE HEM'S 


"It is simply feminine psychology. 


Everybody knows how much more 
confidence a woman has in herself 
when her nose Is powdered and her 
ehoes are not. If she can fix up a 
room and feel well dressed as any 
other woman there, she can be natur- 
al and all her natural charm can as 
sert Itself. She need not shrink into 
her shell because she feels sartorially 
inferior." 
Maj. Duffy's 
department 
spends 


much of its time and money on equip- 
ping released women with the gar- 
ments that make them 
feel com- 


fortable, costumes that are enough in 
style to submerge tho wearers into 
the great sea or ordinary women. 


"Every •woman who goes to prison 


has some personal effects that she 
leaves behind." continued the officer. 


KEPT FOB OTHERS 


"Men prisoners usually have noth- 


ing at all. But afl women have some 
sort of home, even though it is a 
garret room. 
In that room we al- 


ways find clothes or some description 
and other things that the owner prizes 
We take care of such articles and 
give them back at the time of re- 
lease. 
"But the clothee of the woman prls 


ener are seldom any good to her when 
she gets out, no matter if she is In- 
carcerated but three months. Those 
old clothes are practically out of date 
or worn to such an extent that they 
are unuseable later. 


"Of course the prison supplies the 


released one with an outfit. 
But 


those garments bear an 
undeniable 


prison stamp and are not more than 
something to cover the body. None 
of the women want them. You can 
imagine the mental attitude of a girl 
who wants to 
get 
work 
and go 


straight when she is compelled to ap- 
pear in public In the stanardlzed dress 
and hat of the prison's choosing." 


CLOTHES HELP HER START 
•\Vomen who can afford the nice 


things of life, who can run into a 
shop any time and come out with new 
adornments realize as much as any- 
body else the influence of these things 
on the whole course of their lives.

•What they can't understand is the

son she wants to forget all about old 
life and its unpleasant associations."

CANNOT STAND RUBBING 


Silk cannot be rubbed and soaped 


and dried like cotton. It is effected by 
heat, cold, friction and strain, and 
while tl-o strongts? of ail known fi- 
bers it is easily broken by improper 
handling. It readi'y dissolves In hot 
alkali solutions. For this reason wool- 
ens and silk must be washed in a 
neutral soap solution which contains 
no frse alkali, with water of only 
lutaewarm temperature, A too hot 
water his a tendency to loosen tli-« 
fibers. '?svins tho stocking with a 
fuzzy anpearance. Kxtrom^ly hot wa- 
ter takes much of the natural oil 
from the silk, leaving it hard and brit- 
tle so it breaks easily. 


The fi.st stop in laundrylngr Is to 


turn the stocking2 wrong side out.
